TICKETS ARE OUR BUSINESS

For those of us in the box office the season begins earlier, ends earlier. When our 
last ticket is gone for that final show and the curtain begins to go up, the season is over 
for us. So before the final curtain falls, we would like a few words. Thanks. We’ve had 
fun. 


Are we nostalgic. Sure. And a bit melancholic. Of course, the wistfulness of that 
last curtain followed by dust is hard to take—the hollowness of our empty theatre, naked 
without its show, soul-less without its audience and strewn with crumpled playbills like 
the village green at the turn of the season. Yet spring will come again. And summer too. 
Then we'll be back with our tickets and a new bag of tricks. 


But we have had fun. We’ve met a lot of stars, directors, agents, producers, play- 
wrights, and a large assortment of theatrical technicians. We got to see the plays—the 
tryouts, the rehearsals, dress and technical; we even found time to drift backstage or get 
a walk-on in one week’s show. Did we enjoy it? Quite. And we are grateful to you— 
the ticket buyer, all 45,000 of you. 


Tickets are our business. But we had questions to answer. Questions which have 
run the gamut from the present marital status of our stars, the best places to eat whether 
it be the food, the price, the service, the atmosphere ... where to find accommodations, 
how to find one’s way about the Cape. And when asked, given a quick verbal synopsis 
of the current show. 


Sometimes, oftener than seems believable, we have had to convince some of you 
that each seat does not come equipped with post, ear stoppers, or running water. We, 
being frank, sometime brutally, know our seats and we tag them—poor, fair, good, hor- 
rible! But the theatre-goer is incredulous. “They can’t be that bad!” “But,” we insist, 
“they are.” Of course, for example, you can stand up in the loge and see perfectly. But 
some of the seats are on the far side. And yet for a dollar ten cents where could you do 
better? Worse perhaps, but better—no. Unfortunately, every theatre has two sides and 
a back. But the seats are priced accordingly. Where is the theatre with only center seats 
and all on the aisle? 


Often we have had to make a pair of seats the hard way, one in back of the other— 
perpendicular or diagonal. This is bingo, using people rather than beans. And we always 
end up with single seats. Good seats. But singles. Near each other? About the best we 
can say to this query is that they are located in the same building. Here we might be 
accused of being home-breakers. But most look at it as an opportunity for a three hour 
marital holiday with reunions at intermissions. Even a single seat has its romance. Two 
strangers sitting single can sometimes make a double. It has happened! 


But tickets are our business. And we are grateful to each of you. The subscribers, 
that hard core, who buy our tickets week after week, season after season. You are our 
old friends, you who come to us each week, neither rain, nor wind, nor sun keep you 
from our portals. And it is you who make or break the theatre. 


We hope we’ve pleased you. We've tried. Done our best. So that you are given a 
brief excursion off the main road of life, a few hours of magic and glitter away from the 
world around you. :

Today S. N. Behrman is generally recog- 
nized as one of the contemporary masters 
of literate, humorous and revealing dia- 
logue: however, it took him eleven years 
from the time he presented his first play 
for production until he was able to see 
one of his works on a Broadway stage. 
Discouragement almost caused Mr. Behr- 
man to take a teaching position in a 
midwestern college with the idea of giving 
up playwriting. One last attempt proved 
to be very rewarding. In 1927, the Thea- 
tre Guild produced his first solo effort, 
“The Second Man,” starring Alfred Lunt

From this point on 
Behrman was able to have anything pro- 
duced that he wrote. 


During the time that his plays were 
being rejected, Mr. Behrman endeavored 
as a press agent, but found that he was 
unable to apply his writing talents in a 
natural style. One producer remarked 
that his releases were too literary and 
demanded more “punch” words and less 
elegant phrases. Also, in his attempt to 
survive, he reviewed books for the New 
York Times and the New Republic Maga- 
zine. 


Mr. Behrman came to New York from 
Worcester, Mass., where he attended Clark 
University for a few years. He took a 
course with Professor George Pierce 
Baker at Harvard University and later 
enrolled in Columbia University in New 
York. 


As a scenarist, Behrman spent many 
years in Hollywood and some of the 
movies in which he was involved as a 
writer include: “The Sea Wolf”, “Daddy 
Long Legs,” “A Tale of Two Cities,” and 
“Waterloo Bridge’. Some of the plays 
are “Meteor,” “Rain From Heaven’, “No 
Time for Comedy”, and “Fanny” in col- 
laboration with Joshua Logan.

PEGGY WOOD (Jane Fowler) was 
born in Brooklyn, N.Y., and studied opera 
as a child, but her future, it was dis- 
covered, lay in the theatre rather than 
the opera stage.
